2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are allowable for at least the following reasons: All of the claims detail a central 
crossbar or a communications pathway having a crossbar(s) comprising a resource 
allocator that is capable of allocating resources of a target node to a requestor node. 
None of the prior art of record, either newly or previously cited, detail the crossbar 
having a resource allocator or performing a resource allocating function to a target 
node's resources. The prior art of record at b.est teaches nodes using a crossbar for 
accessing or using resources of a target node wherein the target nodes controls the 
access of its resources. The prior art of record does not allude to the crossbar 
performing the controlling of the resources as detailed in the claims. Therefore, the 
claims are allowable over the cited prior art of record.
